Tim Healy of Uganda 


The establishment at Dundalk of a house 
of Franciscan Nuns to gain recruits for 
work among the lepers in Uganda reminds 
me of a story about Tim Healy.

ABYSSINIA INCORRECT | 


Though the name Abyssinia is much in the 
news receutiy, the correct name of the country 
Is Ethiopia, not Abyssinia. : 

_The country and people prefer and use 
Ethiopia, and it is almost identically that in 
Amharic, their language. Transliterated itis 
* Ityopya.”’ 

The reason for the preference is clear. 
Ethiopia is from the Greek, meaning land of 
the burnt-face people, and, as such, was used 
by the earliest. classical Greek writers to refer 
to all lands inhabited by dark-faced or black 
people. The Ethiopians are dark-skinned. 
their complexiops ranging from olive to 
brown, chocolate and black. Abyssinia is 
derived from the Arabic word “ Habesha.’’ 
which means confusion, and it has come to 
connote, as the Atabs use it with reference 
to Abyssinia, mongrel. 

Historically, however, apart from the 
differences in meanings, there are reasons 
for the use of Ethiopia: The people of that 
country settled there some thousands df years 
before Christ, racially being Cushites—that 
is, members of the Ethiopian branch of the 
Hamitic race. Their country was known in 
Biblical times as the Land of Kush. Among 
the earliest Christians, they belong to the 
Monophysite branch of the Christian Church. 
When the early scholars translated the Bible 
from the Greek into Ethiopic, the name 
Ethiopian was given the people, and the 
Hebrew word Kush was translated Ethiopia. 

In British and United States official circles 
the term Ethiopia now is invariably used. It 
is the usage employed in the French texts of 
treaties between Greece and Ethiopia. The 
same usage is employed in the Universal 
Postal Convention, signed in 1920.

The Inferno . 


A PLEASANT example of this care 
found its way into the newspapers a 
few days ago.

So it looks 
as if the producer will have to trust to his 
own imagination after all, or else just 
take Dante’s word for it.

A criticism of the convention that the main

and Mr. Harold Craxton, as some of the 
finest accompanists the world had ever 
known, Mr. Foss said that they had not 
gained their great positions through un- 
obtrusiveness. 

‘** Unobtrusiveness is not a positive virtue; 
it is a negative one. In many songs, parti- 
cularly in Schubert’s,.there is far more for 
the accompanist to do than there is for the 
singer, but while the accompanist gets away 
with it, the singer gets away with the 
applause.”

PRISONER’S DEFENCE 


Parkinson wrote to a finn -of solicitors in 
Manchester retaining them. for his defence, :

employ named Thompson, whom he apparently 
knew. On March 18, Boothby telephoned the 
solicitors from London, and eventually came 
to see them and was arrested. The first hear- 
ing of the charge was on Marc: 19, and 
Thompson prepared a short brief fér his 
principal, arkinson, .according to this, at 
the time of the alleged offence was in the 
bungalow at Llanferras from the Friday night 
to thé Tuesday“ morning suffering from 
infiuenza.

or any Dominion, of parties loyal to Crown 
and onstitution differing on smaller issues 
only. 


THE KING’S JUBILEE 


““Our opponents carry their disloyalty so 
far that, as we saw on the occasion of the 
King’s Jubilee, when every unit of the whole 
Empire — in messages of congratulation 
to His Majesty, not only would they not join 
in with us—that we might perhaps under- 
stand—but they would not, and did not, even 
send a message on their own account, Surely 
that they took no official part in any of the 
Jubilee celebrations is a conclusive proof of 
their disloyalty, and of the unique preblem 
which corfrents Ulster. Let me repeat, we 
have no quarrel with the Catholics as such, 
but with their members who Strive to tear 
us from the Empire. It is a political and 
not a religious quarrel,

4 Mr. Man Mohan Singh, flying a Percival 
Gull machine, left Croydon aerodrome at dawn 
yesterday in an attempt to fly from England 
to his home in India. The machine had been 
fitted with special petrol tanks, capable of 
holding 120 gallons or sufficient for a 16-hour 
flight, with a cruising speed of 140 m.p.h, He 
hoped to reach either Rome or Brindisi, non- 
stop. 

In January, 1934, Mr. Singh, in an attempt 
to fly to Cape Town and India, crashed near

a broken leg. When, in 1950, Mr. Singh was 
competing for the Aga Khan’s prize of £500 
for the first solo flight by an Indian between 
England and India, he was delayed in France 
with a smashed propeller. 

At this period Mr. Singh was an under- 
graduate at Bristel University, Prior to 
smashing his propeller in France he had been 
compelled by bad weather to land at Manston 
(Kent) and again near Calais. 

After the propeller was smashed and while 
he was away arranging for a new one his 
machine was blown over and badly damaged. 
Returning to England, Mr. Singh, a few 
weeks Jater, made a second attempt. but this 
was terminated when he made a forced land- 
ing near Paolo (Calabria) owing to engine 
trouble, and his machine was smashed. 

About two months afterwards he started 
again to compete for the Aga Khan's prize. 
He was reported missing after leaving 
Aboukir for Gaza, and R.A.F. ‘planes 
searched the desert. He was later reported 
safe, and reached Karachi a month after he 
had begun his flight—too late to qualify for 
the prize.

“If Ttaly becomes involved in Abyssinia 
and is badly crippled there by a long con- 
flict, a very serious position may be created 
in Europe,” declared General Smuts in an 
interview, in which he broke the official 
silence as to the attitude of the South 
African Government towards the possi- 
bility of war in Abyssinia. : 
_““ It as possible that Great Britain may 
be able to keep out of this as far as 
Europe is concerned,” General Smuts 
continued, “ but a great conflict in Africa 
on the borders of British territory must 
have serious repercussions on British 
territories in North Africa, as well as the 
Sudar and Egypt. 

‘There is no doubt in my mind that 
the invasion of Abyssinia by Italy will 
arouse anxious feclings all over Africa 
between white and black. 


POSITION OF JAPAN 


“ We have seen what effect the Russo- 
Japanese war had in raising feeling

Questioned regarding the position of.

GREAT sensation was caused in Japan 

this morning when it was learned 

that Major-General Tetsuzan Nagata, 

Director-General of Military Affairs, had 

been assassinated in his room at the War 
Office by a member of his staff. 

Although he did not at once succumb to 
his wounds, he died a few hours later, 

General Nagata was virtually the ad. 
ministrative chief of thé Javanese Army. 
His assailant, a lieutenant-colone} attached 
tv his department, who, in the course of 
a heated discussion, drew his sword and 
savagely cut his chief down, is now under 
arrest, His name has not been revealed, 
but it is stated that he is a wellknown 
fencer. 

Another officer, Colone] Niimi, who was 

in the room with General Nagata, was 
seriously wounded when he intervened in 
the altercation and attempted to protect 
his chief. 
Jt is believed that General Hayashi, 
War ‘Minister, may resign, assuming the 
responsibility for the events that led up 
to the outrage. 


SUPPORTED MINISTER 


Major-General Nagata was a strony 
supporter of the Minister's: policy with 
regard to the extreme nationalist feeling 
in certain sections of the army, the 
tendency of which he was determined to 
control. This had led on several occasions 
to, independent action in Manchuria and 
North China. 

Although the actual causes of the out- 
rage remain obscure, the greatest secrecy 
being observed by the authorities, they lie 
probably in the dissension which this 
policy of curbing the extreme nationalists 


had fostered, 


Major-General Nagata, who was fifty- 
two years of age, was one of the ablest 
soldiers in Japan. He had ‘studied in 
Germany in 1913 and 1914, subsequently 
going to Denmark from 1915 to 1921. He 
was Military Attaché at Berne in 1921 
and 1922. is appointment to the post 
of Director-General of Military Affairs 
was made in April, 1934. 

Political assassinations in Japan have 
beon frequent in recent years. In 1921 
Mr. Hara, the Premier, was murdered as 
a protest against Japan’s acceptance at 
Washington of the §:5:3 naval ratio with 
Great Britain and the United States. 


Early in 1932 Baron Inukai, the 
Premier, Baron Inouye, the Finance 
Minister, and Baron Dan, a leading 


industrialist, were murdered as a protest 
against the alleged corruption of parlia- 
mentary life, particularly in connection 
with Japan’s coming off the gold standard. 


MURDERED? 


In 1929 Mr. Saburi,.a warm advocate 
of a conciliatory policy towards China, 
was reported to hate committed suicide 
just after he had been appointed Minister 
to China, but it .is widely believed that 
he was murdered by the Black Dragon 
Society. 

Japanese politica) assassins seldom 
attempt to escape. They either commit 
suicide on the spot or give themselves up 
quietly, declaring that they have acted 
from .purely patriotic motives, and, are 
ready to die for Japan. 

The. insubordination ..among junior 
officers in the Japanese Army has been 
widely commented on in. the Far East 
latterly, When Japan raised her Minister 
in China to the rank of Ambassador last 
May three officers of the General Staff, 
none of higher rank than colonel; went to 
Mr. Hirota, the Foreign Minister, to pro- 
test, although the step had been approved 
by General Hayashi, the Minister of War. 

This increasing lack of discipline was 
the cause of the supersession of 
thousands of officers, which was hailed by 
all the Japanese Press as a triumph for 
the Moderates.

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GOLF COURSE 


PHCENIX PARK AS 
THE SITE 


FIRST STEP TAKEN BY 
CORPORATION 
———ó—— 


i Pare wnes is every prospect that within 
the next couple of months Dublin will 
have wt last a municipal golf course in 
the Phenix Park. 

The proposition took a definite step 
forward last night, when the Dublin 
Corporation unanimously passed a‘ resolu- 
tion requesting the City Manager to 
approach the Government with a view to 
obtaining a site in the Park for the pur- 
pose, and also for an unemployment. relief 
yrant to cover the cost of constructing the 
course—work eminently suitable for an 
unemployment relief scheme, as virtually 
all .the expenditure will be devoted to 
wages. . 


120 ACRES NEEDED 


The proposal was moved by Mr. J. 
Cahill, who said that Dublin was the 
only capital city, and probably the only 
city of its size, which: did not possess a 
municipal golf course. Towns of any size 
in Emgiand and Scotland were generously 
provided with such courses. Birmingham 
had four 18-hole courses, Nottingham 
four, Sheffield three, Leeds five, Ports- 
mouth two; and, in Scotland, Aberdeen 
had fourteen, Glasgow eight, and Edin- 
burgh six. 

It was found, on the whole, that all 
these. courses were run without loss—in 
most cases there was a profit. The. fees 
charged per round in the cities named 
were. as low as sixpence to residents, 
threepence to juveniles, and one shilling 
for visitors. About 120 acres wonld be 
needed for lay-out, and he understood 
that some years ago the Government had 
actually. agreed. te make a site available 
if the project were proceeded with in the 
Phenix Park. 

Generally, when schemes were under 
consideration for submission to the 
Minister for Local Government-and Public 
Health for a grant for the execution of 
unemployment relief works, difficulty was 
experienced in finding suitable works in 
which the cost of materials did not excee! 
forty per cont. of the total expenditure. 
The present proposal presented an almost 
unique opportunity for relief, as any grant 
avilable would be almost entirely spent 
on Jabour. 


BOWLING GREENS ALSO 


Mrs. Maud Walsh, in seconding, said 
that the motion would appeal to the City 
Manager, whose family had a golfing 
tradition She suggested to Councillor 
Cahill that he should amend the motion 
to include also bowling greens. Dublin 
was the only city of its size and popula- 
tion without municipal bowling greens. 
There must be something in the game of 
bowls when they had men coming from 
so far as Cape Town to Dublin to play. 
Dublin should have a number of such 
bowling greens. 

Councillor Cahill said that he was pre- 
pared to include bowling greens: in his 
recommendation, and the motion 
amended to that effect. 

Cuuncillor D. Healy said he would like 
to hear more about the proposition. Some 
of them like himself, were conversant 
with the game of bowls played in the 
South of Ireland. He had intended at 
one time or other to get it introduced 
here, but he supposed the traffic was* too 
heavy, and the law would regard that 
game on their roads as an obstruction. 
He would like to know. whether Councillor 
Cahill intended that the golf course im the 
Pheenix Park, if merry h-i would be used 
by wealthy people like Councillor Cahill. 
li it were a course like that he would 
oppose the motion, but if it Were a course 
for the working classes he would support 
the motior. 

Councillor Cahill said that the fees— 
sixpence a day for adults and threepence 
for juveniles—were not too expensive for 
any workingman. 


ESTIMATED COST 


Councillor C. Coyle, supporting the 
motion, said that the .“ professional ” at 
his club with whom he discussed the 
matter, said he was willing to give 
voluntarily any help or assistance he 
could in the project. The preparation 
fould be done at very small expense. and 
The cost. would 
be between £500 and £1,000, including a 
smal! pavilion, and four to six men would 
be needed permanently. 

Senator L. O'Neill, supporting the 
motion, said he had been a member of the 
Portmarnock Golf Club for about forty- 
five years. He recalled that about fifty 
years ago there was a golf course in the 
Phenix Park. The Royal Dublin Club 
started there. ‘The club was for amateurs. 
by which was meant gentlemen who di.l 
not work. He remembered that the players 
at that time were known as ‘‘ The Red 
Loonies,”’ because of the red jerseys they 
wore, The club afterwards moved to Por'- 
marnock. It would be the realisation of 
one dream of his life to see a municipal 
golf course in the Park.

Others of the early decrees 
designed to reduce the cost of living and 
thus make ‘the cuts bearable have escaped 
serious criticism, in spite of the drastic 
contro! which they instituted over private 
business transactions. The second batch 
of decrees, eighty-threé in number, already 
approved by the Cabinet, "and now being 
issued, go even further in this direction.

SIR RICHARD LINTHORNE 


It was announced yesterday that Sir 
Richard Linthorne, who was Town Clerk of 
Southampton from 1899 to 1929, and was 
awarded the O.B.E. and a knighthood for 
his services during the Great War, died at a 
Southampton nursing home on Sunday night, 
following an operation.

MR. WARWICK BROOKES 


Mr. Warwick Brookes, who once repre- 
sented Mile End in Parliament, and who was 
a well-known figure in the business and 
amusements catering world, has died: at 
Cowes, Isle of Wight. He arrived at Cowes 
a week ago, apparently then in the best of 
health and looking forward to the yacht 
racing, in which he took a keen interest. He 
had attended the Cowes Regatta for the last 
fifteen years. Mr. Brookes had many 
interests in the business world, and at the 
beginning of the War was appointed 
managing director of the Junior Army and 
Navy Stores. He was also managing director 
of the Civil Service Co-operative Society, 
Lid. When these two concerns were 
amalgamated his interest become so valuable 
that he was offered £50,000 for it, but refused 
the offer. Later, during the post-War slump, 
he disposed of it for £25,000. He resigned 
from both companies when he obtained the 
concession for the amusement park at the 
Wembley Exhibition. When this was: trans- 
ferred to Wembley Amusements, Ltd., the 
expenditure on the concessions amounted to 
nearly half a million pounds sterling. He 
also obtained the amusement concession for 
the: Paris Exhibition, and in conjunction with 
others formed a company to exploit it. He 
was interested in various enterprises with the 
Jate Mr. James White. In 1951-32 Mr. 
Brookes suffered very heavily from financial 
losses following upon Mr, White’s death and 
a slump in world trading conditions. 


MR. M. 8S. MCGRENAHAN 


The death occurred yesterday at 14 Tor- 
lough terrace, Fairview, Dublin, of Mr. M. 8. 
McGrenahan, who for many years was well 
known in Irish journalistic circles. He was a 
native of the County Tyrone, and was called 
to the Bar in the early eighties. When the 
National Press came into existence in 1882 
Mr. McGrenahan became its chief reporter. 
He was for many years a member of tho 
reporting staff of the Jrish Independent, from 


' which he retired about two years ago owing 


to failing health. The funeral will take place 
to-morrow to Glasnevin Cemetery.

THE REV. DANIEL B, HEWITT 

The'death of the Rev. Daniel B. Hewitt, a 
minister of the Methodist Church in Ireland, 
took place on Sunday at his residence, 6 
Cyprus Gardens, Belfast, at the age of 79, 
Mr. Hewitt was a native of County 
Fermanagh and was born in 1856.

South Germany’s anti-Jewish campaign 
was given a rousing start to-day with a 
six-hour parade of lorries loaded with 
shouting Storm Troopers and decorated 
with anti-Jewish slogans, 

Bugle blasts and rusty motor horns 
rou Munich citizens from bed and 
breakfast table to see a motor parade, in- 
cluding an exhibit consisting of a big- 
nosed Jew hanging from a small wooden 
gibbet, entitled “‘ For Emigrants.’ 

Hitler's own black-uniformed Life 
Guards furnished 600 of the 1,100 
motorised demonstrators, All the lorries 
were placed at their disposal by the 
German State Railways. 

During the demonstration there were 
roaring choruses of ‘‘ Out with the Jews,” 
‘‘Stand for no further Semitic swinish- 
ness,’’ ‘‘ The Jews are our curse,” “‘ Let’s 
begin the purge now,” “ Rome. for all 
Papists, Palestine for all Jews, but Ger- 
many for us.”’ 

Nazi cartoonists furnished caricatures 
attacking the Jews and “political 


| Catholicism’’ for the decoration of half 


of the lorries. Sketches of bestial-faced 
Jews attacking. beautiful blonde German 
girls, Catholic nuns selling entrance tickets 
to heaven for ready cash, and members of 
Heidelberg aristocratic students’ corps 
drowning themselves in champagne were 
among the pictures. 

Nevertheless, the curious crowds gathered 
in the streets displayed little enthusiasm 
for the display. This cool reception may 
have been due in part to the presence of 
thousands of British and American 
visitors in Munich who are here for a 
music festival and for the Anglo-German 
athletic meeting. .

The New York Herald (Paris edition) 
to-day splashed the “ revelation’’ of a 
secret agreement said to have been reached 
between Great Britain and Italy in Decem- 
ber, 1925, which, says the paper, is to be 
used as a trump card in the Three-Power 
Conference on Abyssinia, which opens here 
on Thursday. 
According to the Herald, the treaty pro- 
vided that Great. Britain recognised ex- 
clusive Italian economic influence over 
South-Western Abyssinia, and would sup- 
rt an Italian plan to build a railway 
inking Eritrea with Italian Somaliland. . 
In return Italy would. support. Great 
Britain’s special interests in Lake Tsana 
which feeds the’ Nile. 
Reuter learns that no such secret treaty 


British and Italian Governments exchanged 
Notes suggesting an agreement on the 
above lines. These were published in 
British Parliamentary Papers Treaty 
Series No. 16 of 1926. 

London and Rome exchanged Notes 
with Paris, which expressed itself as 
satisfied, on the ground that the project 
remained a project without a sequel. 
Similarly, Abyssinia made a half-hearted 
complaint at Geneva, which she never 
followed up. The possibility remains, 
however, that the tentative Italo-British 
agreement of 1925 may be brought up in 
the course of the Paris negotiations. 


PARIS MORE HOPEFUL 


On the eve of Mr. Anthony Eden’s 
arrival to represent Britain in the three-

REVOLUTIONISING THE 
TELEPHONE 


—— +¢e-— 


Details are now available of the new 
wonder telephone cable which enables 240 
telephone conversations, as well as television 
and telegraphy, to be earned on over one 
wire. The “ coaxial ” cable, as it is called, 
may revolutionise telephone transmission on 
both sides of the Atlantic. i 

The new cable is Just under an inch in 
diameter. It consists of two small insulated 
eopper “ pipes.” Each pipe contains a wire 
the diameter of a lead pencil, which is held 
in the middle of the pipe rubber. discs, 
The pipe is the co r, a 
pass ‘simultaneously 240 separate. telephone 
cqnversations and 2,400 telegrams. 
messages and voices are entirely secret. from 
each other. This is achieved by giving each 
conversation a band of voice vibrations, or 
frequencies. As each band is quite distinct 
from all the others, there can be no inter- 
ference between them. The engineers will 
probably have a band of a million frequencies 
to divide between 240 ‘phone conversations 
and 2,400 iv “ig messages. i 

In order to keep up the strength of each 
voice, amplifiers are spaced about every ten 
miles along the line, and wireless and tele- 
vision, as well as ‘phone conversations and 
telegrams, can be sent over the new cable. 
In ‘addition to the important “coaxial ”” 
pipes, four ordinary ‘phone lines are en- 
closed in the cable for control use.

CEYLON’S INCREASED 
IMPORTS 


A fresh indice of Empire trade is reported 
from Ceylon. Imports from British Empire 
countries during the first six months of this 
year imcreased in value by twenty-five per 
cent. compared with the corresponding period 
of 1954. At the same time foreign imports 
dropped, over the same period, roughly eight 
and a half per cent. 

This imcrease of imperial imports was not 


confined to one part of the Empire. The 
United Kingdom’s exports to Cerlon rose in 
value by over thirty-four per cent. 

Australia’s by five per cent., Burma's by 


roughly twenty-four per cent. , South Africa’s 
hy one hundred and forty-six per cent., the 
Maldive Islands by twenty-sevén per cent., 
and other parts of the Empire by twenty- 
seven per ceni. 


CANADA’S NEW PORT 


OPENS FOR FOURTH 
SEASON 
Canada’s new northern port, which ents 
down the distance between Britain and 


the Dominion by several hundred miles, has 
opened for its fourth shipping season. 

Two ‘steamers, the advance guard of a fleet 
expected to trade with Port Churchill this 
year, are already unloading their cargoes of 
coal, coke, anthracite, glass, wire, steel 
bearings, ales, wines, spirits, dog biscuits 
and confectionery destined for Winnipeg and 
other prairie cities. 

The ships will carry back part of the six 
million bushels of wheat which is expected 
to be exported via the port this season on 
some twenty vessels. Fifteen vessels entered 
the port last year and carried away four 
million bushels of wheat.
